S&9) bethe wifeof one of the grea» 
; teſt Kings that euer raigned 
In Fraxce, and mother to the King at this preſent 
raigning; that after ſhee hath with many perills, 
dangers & cares, during the minority of the King 
her Sonne, preſerued and gouerned the Realme : 
[nrecompence of her ſo great paines,and mother- 
ly afte&tion, ſhee hath bin ſhametuily driven from 
the Court, and from the prefence and company 
of the King her Sonne,and the reſt of her children, 
and reſtrained as a priſoner in Blers,with all ſorts of 


indignities, without any reſpect of her birth, or ot 
ſ9 


ane & having had the honor ro 


ſo manygreat Princes, to whom ſhe hath the ho- 
nour to be allyed; and againſt the honour due to 
the memorie of the late King her husband, and of 
the King her ſonne: and that wholy by the aduiſe 
and counſells of Zuyzes his brethren, & adherents, . 
thereby the more caſily, during the minority of the 
King,to vſurpe the authoritie Royall, and the ma- 
nagement of the Srate. 
The 2wcene likewiſe complaineth, that the par- 
ries aforeſaid, abufing the youth and fauour of 
the King, haue in ſuch manner continued and. pro. 
ceeded in their miſchieuous difleigns,that not con-

EE Whereof having faichfull intelligence, by 
one of thoſe whom they confidencly rruſt in 
their moſt ſecret affaires, ſhee was conſtrayned 
by night to make her eſcape, and to retire to 
the Duke D'Eſpernor, to make her retrait ſure 
in the Towne of 4ngouleſme : That being there 
1n ſafety out ofher enemies hands, ſhee might 
with more libertie let his Maieftie vnderſtand 
the cruell and inhumane dealings which ſhere- 
cciued from the perſons aboue-named, and to 
giue him aduiſe of the diſorders which ſuch peo- 
ple cauſe and procure within the Realme; toge- 
ther with the remedies fit and conuenient to 
ſtay them, ;

intelligence, ſhce had beene induced thereun-

- _ cencie, whereof ſhe will aſſure the King , and 
moſt humbly beſeech him,to ſer him at liberrtie,

The perfidious treafons, praQiſes, and im- 
priſonments of [nnocent perſons, is alſo to be 
noted, wherewith they ſerued their turnes; to 

oct the Prince of Conde into the cultody of 
Monſieur de Pitry, & Monſieur de Peiſan his bro- 

ther in law, thereby to haue him in their hands. 

And what boidneſle is in them, to make & aps

And further to make their pernicious de- 
ſignes manifeſt and euident, euery man ſeeth, 
how they haue put from attending on the 
Kings perſon, Monſieur de Brewes, a man cho- 
{en and appoynted by the late King,for his de- 
ſerts, and one that worthily diſcharged his du- 
tie in that reſpect, to put him into the hands of 
one of their confident friends , whereof they 
were formerly glad, and thought themſclues 
happy to be domeſticall ſeruants. The tarle 
of So://os, for his part, hath not beene exemp- 
ted from being obſerned, and they haue not 


fayled to-haue regard to his gouernement, by 


perſons that prie into his ations. 
Touching the Princes, Dukes, Peeres, and 
Ofhicers of the Crowne, and other Lords of 


this Realme, they haye beene wholly depri- 


ued of the intelligence and gouernement of 
the affayres of eſtate, to giue the entire ma- 
nagement thereof to Modewe, Du Hagent,Coro- 
nell D'0thans, and Marſillas, perſons altogether 


vaworthy and incapable of their charges. 


The entertainement they have giuen to 
the Duke D Eſperpop, after his long and faith- 


full ſeruice done to this Crowne, ſufticiencly 
B 2 Wits 
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witneſſe , their inſolence,hauing proceeded ſo 
farre, as to make him the Kings priſoner, and | 
after , cauſed him to be ſent ro Metz , vnder - 
pretence of imaginaric affaires of Bohemia ; ro | 
procure ſome credite to be giuen to their De- 
ſignes, and to execute the functions of his. 
caarge of Colonell of the Infanterie : Where- 
'vnto muſt be adged the perſecutions, which 
for his ſake have beene layde vpon Marſhall de 
Roquelance, Monſieur de Tilladet, and la Di- 
moiſſelles du Tillet. 
Touching the Marſhall Je Bouillon, the 
great contempt that hath beene made of his 
qualitie and power, viing him with all forts 
of indifterencie, ſufficiently ſheweth how they 
would cauſe the King to looſe the aftetion of 
the greateſt perſonages of the Realme, and 
thoſe that areable to ſerue him worthily. 
The Duke de Montmorencie,hath allo expe- 
rimented and well tryed their impudencie, 
= - by the effectes which they have giuen to Ma- 
L . | damethe Conſtable, his Mother in lawe, ha- 
uing taken her from the perſon of the Queene, 
- to place Madame Zayze, and their Siſter, in 
' herftead, to theend, that no body may haue 
acceſle to their Maieſtics , but by their means. 
The ſayd Duke de 2fontmorencie , in that which 
concerneth his charge and gonernement , ha« 
uing receiued all ſorts of diſcontentments , by 


the bad offices which they have done him 4 
about L 
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7 
about the King. 

It is well knowne , what great perf:dioul- 
neſle they have vſed towardes Monſieur /: 
Grand, for the affaires of the Duke d'E/perneor, 
and of Monſieur de Yitry : And how that in 
the great {ickenefle waich bee had in Pars the 
laſt yeare, thinking he would have dyed , they 
had obtained the reueriton of his Othces, by 
that meanes fruſtrating the merits and deſerts 
of the ſeruice of the Baron de Termes his bro- 
ther. | 

Of all the Offices that haue beene voyde 
ſince the time of their fauour with the King, 
from the greateſt to the leaſt, none haue eſca- 
ped, which they haue not retayned for them- 
{clues, to be eyther ſould or given to thoſe thar 


are of their fraternittez and euery day doe no- 


thing but gape for the death of thoſe that haue 


good andpreat Offices , to make their profite 


of them, to the ruine and dammage of ſuch as 
for their vertues and ſeruices, areiuſtly to be 


rewarded and recompenced. 
Touching the Kings treaſure , they have 
and boidely doe diſpole thereof at their plea- 
ſures , without any contradiftion , and have 
drawne it ſodrie, that the King and his &6- 
ſtare,are thereby greatly indamaged.. 
Touching the forme and dignitie royall, 
to order all things, and to appoynt and or- 
daineallaffayres, and times of audience, they 
” .B J onely 
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onely doe it, playing the Kings; propoling, 
and reſoluing vpon the great affaires of this 
Realme, without calling any other thereunto, 
bur thoſe whom they thinke good; themſciues 
giving audience in open Counſell vnto the 
oreateſt perſons of the State, after that, reſol- 
wing vpon them in their Chambers , where c- 
very man muſt attend the definitions of their 
willes, vpon all ſorts of occurrences : Which 
to attaine,the difficulty to approch and ſpeake 
vnto them, puts many worthy and honeſt men 
that are about the King, cleane out of heart. 

And that which is moſt lamentable, while 
they in this manner effect their willes, to the 
great impouerilhment of France , they butie 
the King , by the meanes of idle and vaine-tel- 
lowes , with Playes and Child-like exerciſes ; 
things vnworthy the age of ſo great a King, 
whole ations ought to ſerue for an example 
to all his ſubjects. 

The aflembly of the Nobles made in Roay, 
vndera falſe pretence , to giue contentment 
to Frayxce, touching the ſo neceſſarie demands 
propounded to the generall States , was made 
onely to breake the policie , tothe ruine of all 
the affairesof the Realme : cleane contrary to 
the intents and means that had been propoun- 
ded at the aſſembly of the ſayd State and No» 


bles, to the end, that they alone might diſpoſe 


of the Othces thar ſhould be voyde , not only

to draw vnto themſelues great ſummes of mo- -Y 
ny, but alſo by that meancs to get creatures of 
their owne making in all the Townes of this = 

' Realme, is a manifeſt proofe, that they pre- = 
terre their owne particular profire before that 
of the Stare, and the pub/ique benefit : Since 
which time,fuch a number of Impoſts raiſed by 


extraordinarie meanes, have beeng impoſed 7 
vpon the people, that they are wholely op- 
prctled. 20 


Wherein tke Queene-mother beleecheth his 
Maieſtie to take order,as ailo to ftay the courſe 
of the rirannies and vexations of Officers, Cap-' 
taines, and Archers of the gabelles, which they 
daily exerciſe vpon all his SubieQs, and parti» 
cularly vpon thofe of the Cleargie, and of the 
Nobllitie; a thing that neuer was vſed in the 
 timeof the Kingdecealed, nor in the regencie 
' ofthe iid Queene,butonly ſince the time that 
| theſe men,parcicipating with them therin,haue 
given liberty and impunitie to all ſorts of pilla« 
ges, confulions, murthers and crucities. Cl 
The ſale of Clark-ſhips ſo improperly made 
againſt thedeceaſ:d Kings projet , whereby 1 
his Maictie hach beene robbed of more then | 3 
ſixe millions of Franckes, to iarich the parties 
afore-ſavd , with the treaſure of the Crowne, | 
/ _ with the Penſions and mony which they have 
j vpon all the parcs, and Farmes of this Rea:me, 


makea great maſſe of Treaſure, which they al. 
ſemble, 
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ſemble, to make themſelues redoubted of the 
State, and by the means of this power, to with- 
ſtand thoſe that would oppoſe tnemſclues as- - 
gainſt this tyrannie. 

By all theſe meanes afore-ſayde , they haue 
made themſelves Maiſters, with licenſe of the 

Duke de Membaſen, of the Citagell of 4miens, 
La Faire, Couſſy, Chauny, and of the gouern- 
ment of the lile of France, & YVeruveilin Perche, 
with the Lieutenancie of Normandie, the more 
ealily to ioyne 2xillebeaf, thereby to holde 
Paris and Roap in {ubiection. 

And nor content to haue the Caſtelles 
of Amboiſe and Nantes , vpon the River of 
Loire, hauec ſince ſought to draw into their po- 
wer the gouernement of Britaine, Licutenan- 
cie of the King , Blavet, Conucarraw, with Fow- 
gers, which 1oſan Modere holdes; to the end to 
ioyne them all rogether , and by their authori- 
tie make themſeiues ſo puiſſant , that when the 
King himſelfe would pull them downe, percei- 
uing their too great power , ſo daungerous to 
his eſtate, he ſhould not beable: And when he 
ſhould chanceto die, (which God forbid)they 
might diuide the Realme with his ſucceflors. 

- Euery man likewiſe knowes , what meanes 
they hane vſed, to haue that litle which reſfteth, 
which is the authoritie of Monſieur de Zonge- 
wile 10 Picardie , having no obſtacle but thar, 
to hinder them from kauing the reſt of the pla-

ces in that Province. 
T heir follie and ignorance , hath ſhewedier 


ſelfe in the higheſt, degree,by ſhaking the bogie 
| of the reformed Religion , by the innouation 


of the aftaires of Beam, and the failing in the 
obſcruations of Treaties of Peace made with 
them, by the precedent Kings, without conſi- 
dering the conſequences,and fore-ſecing of the 
perill that ſach breaches may procure to this 
Realme. 

Touching ferraine bulineſles , it is a moſt 
great ſhame.chat all the Ambaſſadors of Kings 
and Princes throughout Chriftendome, are to 
maketheir Propoſitions, & to take their Reſo- 
lutions from men ſo impertinent,and of fo baſe 


- condition ; & that the knowledge thereof is ta- 
ken from the principall officers of the Crowne, 


and the ftate of the Land. 
From thence it proceedeth, that the good in- 

telligence, and tri amitie which hath ſo long 

time bin centracted betweehe the Crowns of 


England and France, hath beene ſo badly con- 


tinued, with ſo many differences, as if we had 
no need of ſo good and faithfull friends. They 
haue in like ſort , proceeded with the States of 
Holland, cauling the King to take Barnevelts 
part, inhis Treaſfons againſt his Countrey, 
which are not to bee approoued by any good 
Chriſtians, nor true French men. 


The meanes by them wrought to withdraw 
G - - — Wl 
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the Gouernour of 07ange , from the obedience 
which he owerth to his Maiſer and Lord , naue 
no leſle ſtirred the courage of that great Cap- 
taine, whoſe vertues and atfte&tion which hee 
hath alwayes borne to Frannce, deſcrucs nog 
to be dealr withall in ſuch manner , touching 
that which concerneth his patrimony, contra» 
ric to humane right. 

Toconclude, every man may iudge , what 
milerie, deſolation, ruine and calamitte , men 
of ſo baſe condition , voyde of all experience, 
capacitic, and honeſtie,may produce and cauſe 
in the managementof ſo great a Realme. And 
what ſhame it is to France to indure-and luffer 
ſuch infamie. 

In which diſorders and abuſes the Queene- 
Mother hauing moſt great & notable intereſts, 
to haue ſpeedy remedy therein,not onely in re- 
oard of theextreame affeQion that ſhe beareth 
to the King, as his Mother, and the conſerua- 
tion of his eſtate, but alſo becauſe of the great 
Inconueniences that thereby may grow and in- 
ſue; She meft humbly beſeecheth his Maieſtie, 
to drive from his preſence, ſuch vnworthie 
and vncapable perſons, againſt whoſe inſolen- 
cle, rapine, and creaſons, all Fraxce ought to 
Crie vengeance; and tore-eſtabliſh ali the Prin- 
ces, Dukes,Peercs,and Officers of the Crowne, 
Lords and Gentlemen , in the free liberties of 
their tunRions , offices and dignities. And to 
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12 
entertaineand retaine about his Perſon, and in 
his Counſel], men that are vertuous, and ca- 

able to ſerue the State well and ſufficiently ; 
that (hee may be in ſvretie, neare to his Ma- 
teſtie and her other Children , that ſhee may 
not hane cauſe of dillike, that men thar haue 
beene the cauſes of her ſo vnworrhy entertain- 
ment, {hould fo vniuſtly be maintayned and 


vpholden , againſt ſo many good aftettions 


which they beare vnato him, and to his Reaime. 
Which {hee expecteth and hopeth for at his 
good inclination , being perſwaded that hee 
will not compare theam!ry of ſo dangerous ſer- 


- uants to hers, that hath had the honor to bring 


him into the werld. 
It not, ſhe protefteth to imploy all thoſe to 


whom {he hath the honour to appertaine,with 


herlife , and thoſe that honour the memorie 
ofthe King deceaſed,againſt the perſons afore- 
ſaid,to haue reaſon and iuſtice; with protefta- 
tion , which {hee maketh before God , and 
men, not to haue any pretence againſt his Ma- 
ieſtie, whom ſhee holdeth to be innocent of all 
the ſenſible diſpleaſures which haue beene 
done vnto her , but onely againſt thoſe that 
are the cauſe of all the miſchiefes which thee is 


forced to endure: In this proceeding hauing 


no other end nor intent, but oy the encreaſe 
and aduancement of the greatnes and proſpe-- 
ritie ofhis Maieftie,and his Reaime. 
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
